The state officers* 
salaries are fixed as follows, the gov­ 
ernor’s being left a t $5,000; attorney- 
general, $7,500; auditor, $7,500; secre­ 
tary of state, $5,0*»0; state treasurer, 
$6,300.

McElroy Outlines the 
Changes I hat 
Have Caused The 
Stringency—$500 
License 
Fee 
Would Remove Much Pressure— 
Ward Boundaries Under Discussion. 


Janesville^ city charter was dis- 
costed for several hours by the com­ 
m ittee appointed by Mayor Thorough- 
good and the common council, last 
evening. 
The meeting was held in 
the city clerk's office and did not con­ 
clude until after IO o’clock. 
Dr. 
H enry Palmer presided, and C. C. 
McLean acted as secretary. 
The first 
point taken up was th a t relating to 
finance. 
The condition of the city in 
th a t connection was explained in de­ 
ta il by Cify Attorney McElroy. 
••Should the supreme court sustain 
Judge Bennett's decision in relation to 
th e license fee in this city,** said A ttor­ 
ney 
McElroy, •‘there 
would 
be 
no 
necessity 
a t 
present 
for 
changing 
or 
increasing 
our 
funds, 
but should 
the 
supreme 
oourt reverse th a t decision, we will 
n o t have money enough to carry on 
th e city governm ent. 
People gener­ 
ally do not understand the present 
charter provisions,** 
he 
continued. 
I ‘The lim itations we are now working 
under were adopted in 1881. 
Then 
th o lim it of $18,000 was placed on the 
school fund. 
We then 
had (1881) 
about 1,300 pupils in the ward schools 
and 96 in the high school. 
We now 
have over 2,300 in the w ard schools 
and over 200 in the high school. 
Since 1881, we have built the Adams 
school in the second ward, rebuilt and 
enlarged the Douglas school in the 
F ifth ward, enlarged the W ashington 
school, built a new school building, 
th e G rant school, on Pleasant street 
and have a new high school nearly 
completed. 
All Departments Cost More. 
We then had th irty teachers and 
now nearly fifty. 
The expense of the 
city school have necessarily increased 
w ith the grow th of the city, until the 
lim itations of 1881 arc found inade­ 
quate to 
meet the expense. 
The 
game is true regarding th e other de­ 
partm ents of the city government. 
In 
1881, we had a volunteer fire depart­ 
m ent, now we have a paid depart­ 
m ent and water works. 
“ Now,** Mr. McElroy w ent on, “ if 
w e get the five hundred dollar license 
fee, and the num ber of saloons are not 
c u t down, we will have plenty of 
money w ithout increasing taxation, 
b u t this question will not be taken up 
by the supreme court until AprU. Our 
valuation is now $4,600,000, which 
would 
perm it the 
raising 
of 
$136,000 
under 
the 
3 
per 
cen t 
lim itation. 
This 
last 
p ear we raised about $106,0C0 for 
•tate, county and municipal purposes, 
b u t the average will be about $ 10,000 
more on account of state tax, which 
w as om itted this last year, making 
th e tax $116,000 at least, leaving only 
about $20,000 m argin in case it was 
found necessary to reach the lim it of 
3 per cent. 
These ^feets confront us*’ 
•aid the attorney, “ and while we all 
understand the reasons, I believe the 
people generally do not understand 
them . 
Our valuation is very low, and 
we do not believe it policy to raise it 
m aterially ” 
W het Some Other Cities Do. 
Dr. Palm er gave some figures in 
relation to a 2 1-2 per cent, lim it, but 
w as not satisfied th a t such a im itation 
would be ju st after hearing the at 
torney’s explanation. 
“ A lower lim itation cannot be passed 
by the legislature,*'said Attorney Mc 
Elroy. 
“ I was in Madison this after 
noon, w ith the legislative committee 
on cities, and we were discussing this 
very point. 
The delegation from She­ 
boygan informed the committee th a t 
th eir tax was 4 per cent. and they 
w ere w illing so place it a t 3, b u t no 
low er. 
I was somewhat astonished 
w hen I was

the 
expenses of the Oshkosh fire depart­ 
m ent 
was 
greater 
than 
the 
entire 
expenses 
of 
the

of Janesville, 
and 
Oshkosh 
has 
only about six thousand more people 
th an Janesville. 
The expenses of the 
city schools of 
Sheboygan, a city 
•b o u t the same size of Janesville are 
g reater than the entire expense of the 
city of Janesville. 
A Sheboygan del 
•g ale, learning this fact, rem arked to 
me th a t it would be a good thiog for 
Sheboygan to send a delegation 
Janesville and get pointers on the city 
government.** 
*i ne 3 per cent, proposition was 
then unanimously agreed to by the 
local committee. 
The m anner of do­ 
ing street work was next discussed, 
and 
it 
was 
the 
unanimous 
opinion 
th a t 
some 
change 
should 
be 
adopted. 
It 
was 
claimed th a t Janesville street work 
cost more than double w hat it ought 
to cost. 
It was the opinion of the 
committee th a t the law should be 
chanced, perm itting the letting of the 
w ork by contract 
S treet W o rk Ii* Expensive. 
Even the aldermen of the commit 
tee insisted th at the 
graveling of 
streets and the building of cross walks 
could be done by contract for half 
what it cost under the present system: 
and 6u<*h changes will be incorporated 
in a bill for a general law and pre­ 
sented to the legislature by the city 
attorney. 
The cjm m ittee was a unit 
in favor of 
strict economy in all 
branches of the city government, but 
at the same time they recognized the 
fact th a t Janesville had outgrown its 
present charter lim itations and th at 
relief must be bad. 
C. C. McLean offered the fullowing 


and City Attorney McElroy in getting 
before the legislature such bills as will 
perm it the council to 
raise 
such 
am ounts by taxation, not exceeding 
three per cent, of the assessed valua­ 
tion of property, as may be necessary 
to carry on the eity government. 
We 
recognize the fact th a t the city has 
outgrown the lim itations of our spec­ 
ial charter, aud th a t we should be 
placed upon the same financial footing 
as other cities throughout the state. 
Talked of New Wards. 
Some other a m eld men ta were dis­ 
cussed, the most im portant being the 
section of the uniform charter giving 
the common 
council 
authority to 
establish ward boundaries and creat­ 
ing new wards. 
This question was 
discussed a t some length, and the com­ 
m ittee favored adopting this section. 
The committee will make a w ritten 
report to the council on Monday even­ 
ing, and on Tuesday evening will boid 
another m eeting in the city hall to 
give all the m atter further considera­ 
tion. 
City Attorney McElroy will go to 
Madison on Tusedsy next, to consult 
w ith the legislative 
committee on 
cities, meeting a num ber of delega­ 
tions from Wisconsin cities who will 
have amendm ents to c fifer affecting 
more or less all these general laws.

Butterine Not to Be Put on Hotel or 
Restaurant . Tables 
Unless the 
Guests are Informed Of Its Na­ 
ture—W here 
the 
Present 
Law 
Fails. 


Rock county dairymen are organiz­ 
ing in support of the pare food bill 
introduced by Assemblyman Blake. 
Mr. Blake*! bill prohibits trading in 
cheese m anulsctured from skim milk 
to which there has been added fat for­ 
eign to the milk, and it forbids the 
m anufacture of inch cheese, which ie 
commonly known aa filled obsess. 
It 
provides th a t skimmed cheese, th a t is 
cheese 
made 
from 
partly 
skimmed milk, m ust be 
ten inches 
in diam eter and nine inches high so 
th a t its size will indicate to the pur­ 
chaser its nature. 
It also forbids the 
m anufacture aud sale of butterine 
th a t la colored to im itate butter unless 
it is sold in separate and distinct form 
as butterine. 
Moat Tell Questa of Bntterlne. 
An entirely new provision compels 
the keeper of a hotel or restaurant to 
notify his patrons th a t the trotter he 
serves to them is an im itation article. 
Heretefore a posted notice was suffi­ 
cient. 
The penalty for violation of a 
provision of the statute is raised from 
a minimum of $25 and a maximum of 
$100 to a minimum of $50 and a maxi­ 
mum of $500 and it also provides for 
the imprisonment of the offender a t 
the option of the oourt, the term be­ 
ing from ten to sixty days. 
It gives 
the food and 
dairy 
commissioner 
authority to appoint an attorney to 
assist district attorneys in the prose­ 
cution of cases. 
Filled Cheese Herd To Detect. 
If the bill becomes a law it will end 
the filled cheese business, and th a t is 
perhaps its most Im portant provision. 
At present there are not many a t­ 
tem pts to sell butterine under false 
pretenses, but the filled cheeae men 
are under no compulsion to advertis3 
the nature of their product. The but­ 
terine law is evaded now principally 
by the delivery of the im itation arti­ 
cle to hotels and restaurants in large 
quantities, and the notification pro 
vided for in Mr. Blake*s bill will put 
an end to that.

Friends of the Naval Appropriation Rely 
on Carlisle*
